Through the co-operation of the' 
town ' council and the Vulcan 
Lions Club an inhalator has been 
purchased and will now be avail¬ 
able whenever needed in the town 
or district. 

The inhalator is a special safe¬ 
ty device for the treatment of 
persons suffering, from respiratory 
failure due to drowning, smoke, 
gas fumes or electric shock. Such 
devices are in use in all the cities 
and the larger mines and have 
proven their value and effective¬ 
ness in restoring normal breath¬ 
ing in persons who have been ov¬ 
ercome as mentioned above. 

The unit to be used here is port¬ 
able and very simple in operation, 
but is complete with all the neces¬ 
sary equipment for the treatment 
of more than

This gaseous mix¬ 
ture is supplied according to the 
demands of the patient's lungs 
when manual artificial respiration 
is in progress—naturally and com¬ 
pletely and with no -danger of 
harmful pressure. 

The new inhalator will be a val¬ 
uable addition to the equipment at 
the swimming pool and for the 
fire department.

Figures supplied the Advocate 
by courtesy of Lionel Chell, Al¬ 
berta Pacific Grain Co. agent 
here, show that in the year from 
August 1st, 1947, to July 31st, 
1948, a total of 1.031,000 bushels 
of wheat was marketed through 
Vulcan's eight elevators. Coarse 
grains marketed here in the same 
perldd totalled 88,000 bushels. 

Marketings were much heavier 
in the previous year of 1946-47, 
when a total of almost two million 
bushels of wheat and coarse 
grains passed through the local el¬ 
evators.

At July 31 of . this year grain 
in store at the local elevators tot¬ 
alled 67,000 bushels. 

Railway figures show that in 
the twelve months ending July 31 
there were 584 cars of wheat and 
35 cars of coarse grains shipped 
from Vulcan. 

It is anticipated that this year's 
harvest will be much heavier

Railway trains go 
fuster than before but sit longer 
in stations. The airplane can tra¬ 
vel faster than sound. In every in¬ 
dustry using machinery, new de¬ 
vices enable that machinery to 
produce more goods and better

Make Progress on 
South Highway 


Man is learning to run faster, 
swim faster, jump faster, jump 
higher and broader, -and skiing on 
gentle slopes is passe. In the realm 
of sport and recreation there is 
keen competition to do more, do 
it oftener and do it better. 

In the matter of work—and 
work alone—man wants to do less 
per hour on a 40-hour week than 
he did per hour on a 48-hour 
week, 56-hour week, or, to go 
back half-a-century, 60-hour week. 

It isn’t as if the work took more 
out of the worker, either mentally 
or physically. Every new machine 
is designed to reduce fatigue. In¬ 
dustry now seldom requires mus¬ 
cles. Most plants even have ingen¬ 
ious hoists, trucks and conveyors 
to move the stuff about. Today 
anyone with reasonably well-co¬ 
ordinated finger-tips can do any 
job. including moving moutains. 

There can be nothing but praise 
for those groups of workers who 
are doing their share out of pride 
of craftsmanship and of loyalty. 
But there are groups of younger 
and supposedly more vigorous em- 
ployees whose failure to produce 
in the fewer hour*-they are sup- 
>ss posed to work brings down the av- 
ed erage for a plant, adds unneces- 

} d, sarily to costs, and contributes to 

he the high prices of which they are 
,d- ever prone to complain. 

’or Fewer hours per worker must 
nd be accompanied by more hours per 
is- machine. 'Machines are constantly 
becoming more intricate and cost¬ 
ly. They must be worked more 
hours if interest and depreciation 
and obsolescence and house-room 
are not to make them too costly 
an investment. 

* The worker must learn, also, 
that he must not use all his ener¬ 
gy in his recreation - . and leave 
nothing over for his job. and thus 
bo like the man who played 36 
holes of golf every weekend and 
was always so exhausted that his 
wife had regularly to push the 
lawn mower. 

Still fewer hours are possible, 
but only if man learns to increase 
his productivity by getting more 
per hour o'ut of the machine.

Many Services of 
Salvation Army 


Number of Donors

Previous Visits 


The Salvation Army’s 194 8 
Year Book just published reveals 
an expansion of services in almost 
all of the 98 countries and colon¬ 
ies in which the organization is at 
work. 

Latest statistics show that The 
Salvation Army is now maintain¬ 
ing 17,813 corps and outposts with 
1.638 social institutions in full¬ 
time operation. These institutions 
include shelters, hostels, food de¬ 
pots, hospitals, homes for children 
and the aged unmarried mothers, 
and receiving homes, homes for 
the blind, leprosariums, training 
schools foe criminal tribesmen, 
prison-gate homes and inebriates’ 
homes. 

The Year Book states that in 
the educational field The Salva- 
tioh Army is operating 1,078 day 
schools in various countries and 
colonies. Work among permanent 
service personal is continuing, anp 
34 naval and military homes, most 
ol Jhem located at well-known 
military bases, are in operation. 

Full-time o(ficers in the Move¬ 
ment now number 32,105. Since 
wars end a number of Salvation 
Army periodicals have revived and 
total periodicals now published 
number 111, with total copies 
reaching 1,746.274 per issue. The 
number of beds and meals sup¬ 
plied by The Army internationally 
during 15)47 totalled 44,713,485. 

Prison-gate homes opened their 
doors during the year to 1.787 ex- 
criminals who remained ulider 
Salvation Army influence until 
ready to take their place in soc¬ 
iety. During the same period 1.885 
such men were consideied rehabil¬ 
itated and passed out of the homes 
as satisfactory.

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STILL .WAITING FOR THAT ROAD 


It looks like Vulcan and district residents will 
have to continue using the Nanton route to Calgary 
for another year. The new Lethbrldge-Calgary route 
through Vulcan, which was supposed to have a 
top priority thia spring, has had to take a second¬ 
ary place to urgent repair wor|j on main highways. 
Possibly we can’t blame the government entirely, 
for they couldn’t forsee the heavy road-damaging 
rain qf this past spring, but we hoped to at least 
see a start on construction of the new grade north¬ 
west out of Vulcan. 

Work has started on the south part of tile new 
highway, from Lethbridge to Champion, with a 
new highway grade being constructed and- crews 


working northward from where the highway bran¬ 
ches off from the Lethbridge-Mcleod route, one 
mile west of the existing branch. An entirely new 
route will be followed northward to Barons. The 
route from Barons to Champion will be the existing 
one but a new highway grade will be constructed. 

The route from Vulcan north has not yet been 
announced.

English Journey

Hampton Court was built in the 
reign of Henry VIII by Cardinal 
Wolsey who had a household staff 
of 500 and 280 richly furnished 
rooms were always * prepared to 
receive guests. 

Cardinal Wolsey turned Hamp¬ 



ton Court over 'to Henry VIII who 
brought there as his Queens Anne 
Iioleyn, Jane Seymour, - Anne of 
Cleves, Catherine Howard And 
Catherine Parr. 

Other kings and queens who 
lived or held court here were Ed¬ 
ward VI, Mary, Elizabeth, James 
I, Anne, Charles I, Charles II and 
George II. The only reason that 
it escaped destruction during Oil* 
ver Cromwell’s time is that he 
had it retained for his own use. 
In Queen Victoria’s time nearly 
1,000 rooms were made into 45 
separate apartments granted by 
the sovereign to widows or child¬ 
ren of distinguished servants of 
the Crown. 

One of the most famous feat¬ 
ures of Hampton Court is the 
Maze, but one does not need to 
go there to get lost. It is quite 
easy to do that in the gardens 
and grounds. 

Hampton Court * Palace is now 
preserved as an “ancient monu¬ 
ment and historic building’’ by 
the Ministry of Works and it is 
visited by thousands daily. 

From Hampton Court boat trips 
may be taken on the River 
Thames in one direction to Wind¬ 
sor and in the other to King¬ 
ston, Richmond and London. 

The river is bordered by lovely 
homes and gardens, most of them 
quite modern in appearance. 

Another delightful day was 
spent at Windsor Castle but that 
will be dealt with in another 
article. 


ARTICLE 4 

The Flowering Countryside 

In a previous article I referred 
to our first breath taking view of 
the English countryside in spring. 

England at this time is like one 
vast flower garden for be it ever 
so humble, there is no place with¬ 
out its flower garden, and just 
now they are «. glorious sight. 

While most homes have a veg¬ 
etable garden, the flower plots 
arc not forgotten. I do not believe 
that they are kept up in a spirit 
of "keeping up with the Jones,” 
but on account of the English 
love of beautiful things.. 

Most houses have a flower gar¬ 
den in front, but in cities and 
other places where the houses 
have been built on the edge of 
the sidewalks the flower gardens 
are at the rear. 

Early builders seemed tb have 
had a . passion for driveways 
through a building to a courtyard 
in the rear, in the manner of the 
early Inns. Usually these openings 
reveal a glorious vista of flowers 
in the courtyard. 

At the middle of May the flow¬ 
ers In England are just at their 
best. The tulips are almost over 
but there are almost masses of 
Brompton stocks, mostly white 
and blue narcissus, daffodils, wall 
flowers, auriculas, aubretia, cow¬ 
slips, liles of the valley, candy¬ 
tuft, columbine, cupins and many 
others. In the larger shrubs there 
are rhodedendrums, hawthorn, of 
May, azaleas, broom roses, etc., 
while the trees in flower Include 
Judas tree,. .Cabrunum, lilac, and 
chestnuts. The chestnuts are par¬ 
ticularly fine. 

Climbing shrubs in bloom in¬ 
clude roses, clematis, and wistaria. 

The laburnum and wisteria are 
not seen in Eastern Canada. The 
laburnum trees vary in size from 
small ones of 6 or 8 feet in height 
up to good sized trees. At this 
season they are covered with yel¬ 
low flowers that hang down from 
the branches In great clusters 
from 6 to 10 or more inches in 
length. 

. The wistaria vines are trained 
over the walls of houses and have 
similar pendant branches of flow¬ 
ers only mauve In colour. 

In the woods and fields blue 
bells grown wild and in such pro¬ 
fusion that a bouquet can be 
picked in a few minutes. 

Along many of the roads the 
high hedges of hawthorne or May 
are covered with white flowers. 

The broom is a wild shrub 
which has yellow hlossoms. Tfie 
only part pf Canada that I have 


Then there, are evergreen 
shrubs, many of them cut and 
trained into fantastic shapes and 
designs. Most of these evergreens 
are of a darker hue and bushier 
than those In Canada. Many of 
theft are yews, the English var¬ 
iety being an evergreen of very 
slow grow th, but living to a great 
age, 300 or 400 year old trees 
being common. They can be 
clipped into all kinds of designs. 

They are frequently seen in 
churchyards where they impart a 
graceful solemnity. Some of Jthe 
churchyards I have seen in which 
they form an impressive part "are 
at Stoke Poges, Beaconsfield, 
Charlesbury, Dorchester, Bunford, 
Waddesdon, Chalfont, St. Giles, 
elc. 

With such a widespread mass 
of flower gardens it is no wonder 
that there are numerous song¬ 
birds adding to the glories of the 
countryside. 

Their songs fill the air and 
there is one that I had never 
heard before the cuckoo. I heard 
my first one in Stoke Poges 
churchyard, but since then have 
heard them in many places, and 
there is one that tries to wake 
me up each mornnig at Arhers- 
ham. 

The most enjoyable way to see 
English countryside is to stay in 
some centre, such as Oxford. 
Aylpsbury, or some smaller place 
and make daily excursions into 
the countryside to interesting and 
historic spots. 

The buses „ do not travel fast 
and every little hamlet is Inter¬ 
esting and beautiful, and has 
some ancient landmark worth see¬ 
ing and visiting. 

In the smaller places there are 
many thatched roofs on the old 
houses and barns. They are most 
picturesque. I am told that a 
good thatched roof is about 18 
inches thick, is perfectly water¬ 
proof, lasts from 15 to 20 years, 
and makes a building cool in sum¬ 
mer and warm in winter. 

It is not such a difficult job to 
do as many people think, and a 
cousin of mine, at Shlfford, has 
recently replaced a thatched root 
himself. 

The only drawback to these 
thatched roofs is that they har¬ 
bour rats and mice who find the 
straw to their liking. 

While some of the more pre¬ 
tentious gardens are not yet back 
to their pre-war elegance, they 
are really wonderful to see. 

I visited Blenheim castle at 
Woodstock, one of the largest and 
finest in England. Before the war 
60 gardeners weje employed all 
the time. The wall around the 
grounds is twenty miles around. 

Most of these large homes gave 
up part of ’the buildings for war 
work* and at Blenheim there are 
still a number of shacks that spoil 
the view of the castle. 

This castle which is the home 
of the Duke of Marlborough, 
covers three acres, and Is set in 
grounds which cover 2,500 acres. 

The avenues and trees are said 
to have been set out to repre¬ 
sent a plan of the Battle of Blen¬ 
heim with a tree for each soldier 
that fell. One avenue stretches for 
two miles from the palace. 

There are Italian gardens, flow¬ 
er gardens, rock gardens, and 
others making a gorgeous show 
place. • «• 

On another day I visited Hamp¬ 
ton Court Palace The gardens 
here may not be as fine as be¬ 
fore the war, but are beautiful 
today and must cover thousands 
of acres. There were immense 
beds of tulips, and many other

seen it in, is on the Pacific Coast. 

Spring is the best time to visit 
England and the best way to see 
it is from the top of a double¬ 
deck bus. There are few places 
left in England that are not 
reached by some bus line and 
most of them are two deckers., 

The motion on the upper deck 
of one of these busses is some¬ 
thing like that experienced in 
riding on a camel, but it is worth 
it. Therg are a surprising number 
of high hedges, stone or brick 
walls lining the sides of the roads, 
but the passenger on the upper 
deck of a bus can look over most 
of the hedges and walls and see 
the beautiful gardens back of 
them. It is a pity that so many 
beautiful spots are hidden behind 
these walls. 

With such .1 profusion of flow¬ 
ers it is only natural that there 
are bunches of fresh cut flowers 
in nearly every home but the 
strange part is that there are so 
many flower sellers.

The Fly-Public 
Enemy Number One 


A famous American authority 
on insect pests recently stated the 
common housefly is the most dan¬ 
gerous living thing within the 
United States. This statement also 
applies to Canada, especially Can¬ 
adian farms where flies are. pres¬ 
ent in astronomical numbers dur¬ 
ing the summer and early fall. 

Due to its breeding places and 
its habit of crawling over all var¬ 
ieties of filth, the fly is a carrier 
of many diseases of man, domes¬ 
tic animals and poultry. Most 
health authorities agree it is an 
important factor in the spread of 
typhoid fever, dysentry and many 
parasitic worms. 

Like any other campaign a- 
gainst insects and disease, fly con¬ 
trol should be planned to take ad¬ 
vantage of the insect's habits and 
. breeding places so attack can be 
made from every angle. Entomolo¬ 
gists adtldse the following practi¬ 
ces--In la full-scale anti-fly 
campaign. 

Spray manure piles and other 
known breeding places wlfh a 50 
per cent DDT wettable powder at 
the rate of one pound of powder 
to eight gallons of water. This will 
destroy developing maggots and 
egg-laying adults. 

Walls and ceilings of barns and 
stables should be sprayed every 
four to six weeks with a solution 
containing one pound of 50 per 
cent wettable powder in one gal¬ 
lon of water. This amount of 
spray should cover 1,600 square 
feet. 

Farm animals should be spray¬ 
ed with a solution of one pound of 
50 per cent wettable DDT powder 
in 10 to 20 gallons of water. With 
this protection they Will show ap¬ 
preciable weight gains. Cows will 
be much easier to handle at milk¬ 
ing time. 

A fly-free house and kitchen is 
possible with the use of DDT 
household sprays around doors, 
window "sills, screens and other 
places where flies gather or are J 
likely to enter the house. 

The introduction of smaller sized 
tractors -has made possible greater 
mechanization of the smaller farms 
and the developement of equip¬ 
ment which can be mounted on 
tlie^ tractor has made the tractor 
suitable for row crop production. 


Good Season 
Winter Wheat 

Dominion Experimental Station 
Lethbridge Alberta 
y ~ Weekly Letter 

This season is proving a particu¬ 
larly favourable one for winter 
wheat in localities adapted to this 
crop where practically no winter 
killing occurred during the past 
winter in the varieties that are 
considered the most winter hardy. 
The previous winter had proved 
one of the worst for winter wheat 
as many fields were lost from win¬ 
ter killing. It was unfortunate 
that these losses discouraged many 
farmers from seeding winter 
wheat last fall. Those who did 
seed have found it a great advan¬ 
tage during this late wet spring to 
have at least a portion of their 
seeding operations disposed of and- 
also to have now a crop of winter 
wheat which promises to definite¬ 
ly oufyield their spring wheat. 

Chemical weed killers have now 
been developed to the point where 
they are giving good satisfaction 
on the weeds which are generally 
most troublesome In the winter 
wheat, particularly tumbling mus¬ 
tard and stink weed. The cost is 
not prohibitive and many farmers 
who have sprayed their fields this 
season look upon this -method of 
weed control as a great advantage 
in winter wheat production. This 
is in agreement with experiments 
at the Experimental Station, Leth¬ 
bridge. 

In certain fall seasons grasshop¬ 
pers prove destructive to winter 
wheat, especially to crops sown 
before September. Investigators at 
the Dominion Entomological Lab¬ 
oratory, Lethbridge stated that re¬ 
sults obtained to date indicate 
that _ grasshoppers can be kept 
well under control by spraying the 
fields with Chlordene, using the 
type of spraying machine com¬ 
monly used for spraying weeds. 
This treatment is fairly expensive 
but by no means excessive on 
fields where grasshoppers are ex¬ 
pected to be numerous. Spraying 
the marginal strips of the field is 
frequently sufficient. More Infor¬ 
mation is required regarding this

PRESERVING EGGS: 

Water Glass: 

Eggs preserved in water-glass 
will keep several' months and can 
be used for all kinds of cooking— 
can be scrambled, fried or poach¬ 
ed, but cannot be boiled unless a 
hole is made ni the large end of 
the egg with a pin or needle to 
permit the air to escape. The 
youk, in water-glass preserved 
eggs, is liable to break easily and 
the ^yhlte becomes watery and 
does not beat up well. 

When preserving in water-glass 
use a five gallon crock or jar, be¬ 
ing sure it is thoroughly clean 
and dry, Bring nine quarts of wat¬ 
er to boiling point and when cool, 
place it in the crock. Add one 
quart of water-glass (sodium sili¬ 
cate), and stir and mix thdfc- 
oughly. Put in the eggs. 

This quantity will be enough for 
preserving 14 to 15 dozen eggs, 
which may be immersed in the 
solution all at one time or added 
as they accumulate. . 

Be sure that the solution is al¬ 
ways at, least two inches above 
the eggs at all times. Cover the 
crock to prevent evaporation. 

Dry Packing: 

Eggs which are to be kept for 
a short time only can be preserv- 
by packing them in bran, shorts, 
oats or sawdust. Great care must 
be taken to see that the packing 
material is perfectly dry and free 
from dust and odors. If the pack-

ing material danger of losing eggs 
by mould on the inside of the 
shell. If the packing material car¬ 
ries any odor it will be absorbed 
by the eggs and render them un¬ 
desirable fbr food. 

HOW OFTEN SHOULD 
FARMERS PURCHASE NEW 
SEED: 

Now, as fields are beginning to 
ripen, it is a good time to look 
them over to see whether they 
are good enough to provide seed 
for another year or whether a 
change would be profitable. 

The authorities tell us that reg¬ 
istered or certified seed should be 
purchased when a crop has be¬ 
come mijfed with undesirable var¬ 
ieties. It is commonly found that 
sufficient mixing occurs in about 
3 or 4 years to make it profitable 
for a farmer to change seed. 

Plant breeders are continually 
producing new varieties and the 
adoption of these in suitable areas 
should be considered. Only recom¬ 
mended varieties, however, and 
only those considered to be a def¬ 
inite improvement over those al¬ 
ready being grown should be sec¬ 
ured. The fewer varieties being 
grown in a district the less is the 
danger of mixture occuring. 

Certkin plant diseases may be 
kept .under control .by purchasing 
new registered or certified seed. 
This does not, however, mean that 
such seed need not be treated a- 
gainst smut. 

SOWING GRASS SEED 
IN THE FALL: 

Some farmers have found that 
a good way to start Grass Seed 
in Southern Alberta is to drill a- 
bout 8 pounds of Crested Wheat 
Grass, for example, into the stub¬ 
ble just before freeze up, seeding 
shallow. These seeds will gerjnin- 
at with Hie melting snow in the 
spring and get a good start before 
the dry season starts.

FOR THE LOCKERS: 

FREEZING VEGETABLES 

The following items are taken 
from an article prepared by Mr. 
P. D. Hargrave and Miss N. J. 
Hogg on results of experiments 
over 4 years of frozen food test¬ 
ing. This summary gives Informa¬ 
tion that may be useful to house¬ 
wives for getting vegetables ready 
for the locker. 

1. All vegetables except green 
peppers must be blanched before 
freezing. 

2. Late and midseason corn var¬ 


ieties give excellent results as ker¬ 
nel or on’the cob products. 

4. Firm heads of Brumli 
sprouts blanched 2 Vi minutes and 
frozen as individuals result in a 
satisfactory product. 

5. broccoli of the purple broc¬ 
coli cauliflower type is the most 
successful freezer. 

6. Some varieties of cauliflower 
in small whole heads or flowerets 
1V« inches blanched and'dry pack¬ 
ed are excellent. 

7. Rhubarb proved outstanding 
as a frozen product with the var¬ 
iety Macdonald the best, followed 
by Ruby and Valentine. . • 

8. Native Alberta Plums sliced 
and packed in sugar or syrup re¬ 
sult in an improved product as 
compared With other methods of 
processing these fruits. 

9. The addition of ascorbic acid 
prevents discoloration of yellow 
and orange collnred frtiits. 

10. The use of ascorbic acid dis¬ 
solved in syrup is most effective¬ 
'll. Shredded and finely diced 

vegetables are not satisfactory. 

12. Carrot sticks as prepared do 
not freeze satisfactorily. Carrots 
blanched, frozen and cooked with 
peas give an interesting and flav¬ 
orsome product. 

13. Correct stage of maturity 
plays an important part in suc¬ 
cessful freezing, particularly in 
peas. 

14. Beets diced, blanched and 

packed in brine result in- a good 
frozen product. • 

15. Turnips diced and frozen are 
satisfactory. 

16. All vaqteties of winter 
squash cubed freeze successfully. 

17. Tomato puree frozen with 
the addition of sugar and salt is 


satisfactory. 

18. Cdnatiners should have ade¬ 
quate space for labelling, be neat, 
compact easily stored. Inside sur¬ 
face should be finished so as to 
make It impregnable to moisture 
and vapors. 

PREVENT GULLIES FORMING 
IN THE FIELDS 

Water erosion has become a ser¬ 
ious problem in many places in 
Western Canada this spring due 
to the above normal rainfall. As 
a result of the heavy spring run¬ 
off, gulley and sheet erosion have 
become very pronounced. Where 
gullying has already occurred, 
steps should be taken to check the 
damage. The natural drains or wa¬ 
ter runways should be seeded down 
this season in sufficient time to 
allow the sod to become estab¬ 
lished before this Winter. The best 
results have been obtained with a 
grass legume mixture .seeded down 
with a cereal nurse crop. Once es¬ 
tablished the grass legume mix¬ 
ture will provide hay and pasture, 
and prevent further damage from 
water erosion. 

WHEAT 

British farmers will receive on 
millable wheat delivered after 
August 1st the equivalent ol $2.33 
a bushel in Canadian money, in¬ 
creasing month by month to $2.60 
a bushel in June. 

The United States corn crop 
was estimated at 3,328,862,000 
bushels on July 1st, substantially 
above the 1947 production of '2,- 
400,952,000 bushels. 

Wheat production in the United 
Kingdom is now estimated at 96 
million bushels, compared with 
62.7 million in 1947 and the 1935- 
39 average of 62.4 million bushels. 


Registration of 
Birth Important 


Registration of births Is of more 
importance today than it has ever 
been, according to a bulletin is¬ 
sued by the provincial department . 
of Public Health. They are now 
nqpessary, not only as proof of 
age in such matters as family al¬ 
lowances, insurance policies, and 
superannuation and pension 
sohemes, but they are also requir¬ 
ed for identification purposes by 
C&nadlans seeking entrance to the 
United States. 

With this new importance of the 
birth certificates has come a 
surge of requests for registration 
from persons whose, parents had 
neglected the formality, if indeed 
there was any provision for it,.at 
the time of birth^ 

Unfortunately many such regis- ’ 
trations have been falsely sought 
by aliens not born in Canada as 
well as by persons who, for some 
reasons, wished to establish false 
eges. War and the formulation of 
plans for family allowances 
brought an unsatisfactory situa¬ 
tion to a head at the 1944 Domin¬ 
ion-provincial conference and it 
was made obligatory for all per¬ 
sons to produce proof for regis¬ 
tration purposes and the identity 
of his parents, thus bringing the 
practice all over Canada in line 
with Alberta vital staUstics pro¬ 
cedure.—Hanna Herald*.

(Experimental Farm News) 

The - three varieties of winter, 
wheat most commonly grown in 
Western Canada at present are 
Kharkov, Yogo, and Jones Fife. 
For many years these varieties 
have proved satisfactory in the 
south-western part of Alberta, the 
chief winter wheat growing area in 
the prairie provinces. It is import¬ 
ant to consider the characteristics 
of these varieties when selecting 
one of them for growing either in 
this winter wffeat area or else¬ 
where, says W. D. Hay, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Lethbridge, 
Alberta. 

Kharkov (preferably the M.C. 22 
strain) and Yogo are probably the 
two most winter-hardy varieties 
undef conditions that exist in the 
prairie provinces, and for that rea¬ 
son are the two most suitable in 
Western Canada. Yogo is a little 
superior to Kharkov M.C. 22 from 
the standpoint of non-shaltering, 
but Kharkov M.C. 22 excels Yogo 
in strength of straw. They are 
both bearded varieties. 

Jones Fife is a beardless variety 
and for that reason is preferred 
by a number of farmers. It is less 
winter hardy than the other two 
varieties and should be recom¬ 
mended only in areas where, win¬ 
ter wheat survives fairly consist¬ 
ently. 

When no loss occurs /corn win¬ 
ter killing these three varieties are 
practically equal in yield. The 
average yield at the Lelhbr'dge 
Station on dry land summerfallow 
for an eight year period is: Knar- 
kov M.C. 22, 34.5 bushels per acre; 
Yogo, 34.5 bushels per acre; Jones 
Fife, 33.5 bushels per acre.

WEEDS AND LEGUME 
SEED PRODUCTION 

Don't expect to clean all the 
weed seeds out of your alfalfa and 
clover crops after the crops are 
threshed. It Just can’t be done. 

J. E. Birdsall, Supervisor of 
Crop Improvement, Alberta De¬ 
partment of. Agriculture says that 
rogueing (hand pulling) of weeds 
and other plants, the seeds of 
which cannot be cleaned out of 
the threshed crop, will pay big 
dividends, It will pay to hire ex¬ 
tra help for this work where nec¬ 
essary, since the presence of these 
seeds in the legume crop will 


greatly reduce its value. 

Sweet clover is considered a bad 
weed in other clover crops. Alsike 
clover seed is probably the most 
difficult from which to remove 
small weed seeds. Timothy, night 
flowering catchfly, lambs quart¬ 
ers, American dragonhead, wild 
mustard, sweet clover, Russian 
thistle and curled dock should ail 
be pulled from this crop in the 
field. The same applies to wild 
mustard, sweet clover and Ameri¬ 
can dragonhead in alfalfa and 0- 
taswede seed crops. Alfalfa seed 
in altaswede and altaswede in al¬ 
falfa are also impurities.
